The State Department sald {t 
would have no official comment

But one source told the 
United Press “It is unquestion~ 
obly o proparands move." This 
source said “they would Ike to 
get US troops out” of, South 


Korea. 
Belated. 


OMcisils sald the announce- 
ment was o belated scceptance 
of a seven-year-old United 
Natlons demand, 

State Department — sources 
snid the Chinese announcement 
come os no surprise since they 
had been expecting something 
of the sort over since the Com- 
munists reeently proposed the 
withdrawal of all foreign forces 
on the Korean peninsula, in- 
cluding the UN Forces in the 
South. ‘ 

There was considerable apecu- 
Intion concerning the possible 
motives behind the Chinese do- 
cision, but the general assess- 
ment In‘efMficial quarters ‘wos 
that it was o propaganda move 
which might not be fully im- 
plemented. 

The Chinese “volunteers” 
constitute about 300,000 men out 
of tho total of 700,000 Red 
{roops in North Korea. , Their 
withdrowal would virtually cut 
jn holf the Red military 
strength in the northern part 
of the peninsuls. 


. Withdrawal 


United Natlons Commander, 
US Army, Gen. George Decker. 
said that Communist intentions 
In announcing the withdrawal 
wero not clear but “undoubtedly 
will be followed by a demand 
that the United Natlons Com- 
mand withdraw {ts forces from 
the Republic of Korea.” 

“But it must be remembered,” 
ha said,’ “that Manchuria is 
separated from North Korea 
only by the Yalu River and the 
forces, oven. though actually 
withdrawn Into China, could bo 
repositioned in Korea within a 
matter of a few days, 

In Seoul, Republic — of 
Korea, Defence Minister Klm 
Chung Yul said today the Com- 
rrunist announcement of with- 
druwal of Chinese troops from 
Norh Korea wos “nothing but 
o pretext for a propaganda 
offensive against tho ffco 
world,”—United Press.

Of theso 29 nursing trainees 
are known to have returned and 
slx presumed to have teturned, 
he sald. :
